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Mercery Lane is one of the oldest portions of 
Canterbury. It was formerly lined with colonnades sup¬ 
portin';' the overhanging gables, and in the days when 
the city was a great -centre for pilgrimages, was an 
important centre for the purchase of relics, trinkets and 
la vtnveric. in this lane is situated the remains of 
Chaucer’s Inn, ‘‘The Chequers of the Hope,” now 
practically vanished and incorporated in the modern 
Grafton House. 
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
